Whether the forgerers of this kind will be ever tried and 
punished is a moot question.

"The world wants to be deceived, so let it be deceived", 
says a Roman proverb, made venerable by age and long practice. 


Modern civilization has created new, vastly improved methods 
of satisfying that crave. They are called "information" and 
"“propaganda™. 


With us propaganda plays an especially important role for 
several reasons. First of all, being a democratic people we 
have, in the opsnion of our democratically elected public insti- 
tutions, to be constantly fed on propaganda. This kind of 
propaganda is called “authoritative information". 


Secondly, ours is the age of miracles, as our Prime Minis- 
ter says. In the Twentieth Century miracles are expected to have 
scientific explanation. In our case this is extremely easy. The 
establishment of the Jewish -State and other historical achieve- 
ments have nothing miraculous, we are told: they are simply a 
result of the political genius and heroism of the Prime Minister 
and his colleagues, and of the firm stand of the "organized Yi- 
shuv", notwithstanding the numerous stabs in the back, delivered 
by the British hirelings, the dissidents. So this is the second 
task of propaganda: to empty the history of the recer.t years of 
its true contents, filling it instead with... propaganda. In 
other words, the second task is that of forging history. 


The third tagk is, however, the most important of all: to 
ereate certain atmosphere and temperature for purposes that have 
nothing to do with history, but have a practical oujcet: to con- 
solidate the existing regime. 


Whether to fashion iron or merely to roast chestnuts, one 
must use certain temperatures,

The third task poses before the offictal propaganda a 


number of difficulties, We are now wallowing in the quagmire 
of truce. Its temperature is low. Resumption of hostilities 
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would produce the necessary heat, but that is taboo. So tempe- 
rature must be raised by artificial means, by forgery. 


The best way is to impress upon the people that the danger 
is not yet over, that it is in fact extremely grave, the enemy 
is at the gate stronger than ever ete., ete., so to avert the 
impending calamity we must (a) increase conscription, (w) place 
the maximum number of the civilian population under the orders 
cf some sort of commanders until the whole nation becomes one 
vast army of truce, (c) tighten the belt, (d) waste more money 
on the truce and (¢) undermine our trade and industry through 
lack of manpower. 


Exaggerating the enemy's strength is extremely useful. It 
may be handy to justify future concessions and explain failures, 
or ~ in case of a victory - add laurels. Long live the victo- 
rious Prime Minister! 


As to other means, they will help the Government to gain 
under the pretext of emergency a full control over the whole 
Life of the nation and to prepare properly for “free and demo- 
cratic’ elections. Dissidents, of course, will be liquidated 
in the process. 
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
